Kidnapped girls found in Vancouver garage 

Five days sealed in cement 


VANCOUVER -(UPI) - Fnr five 
days the two teenage girls lay side-by- 
side in a cramped, gravelike prison be¬ 
neath the cement floor of a garage 
while their captor negotiated for a $1 
million ransom. 

The harrowing ordeal ended Thurs¬ 
day night for Shianita Layarda and 
Monica Gunawan, both 19, when police 
raided a Vancouver home and smashed 
through the garage’s cement floor to 
release them unharmed. 

For five days the two girls had been 
held in a newspaper-lined hole measur¬ 
ing four feet deep, four feet long and 
three feet wide. The chamber had been 
cemented over and only a tiny slit left 
open to allow them to breathe. (Earlier 
6tory, Page 25.) 

Tan You Sooi, a 22-year-old Malay- 


siun student, was arrested by police 
Thursday night and held pending a 
court appearance today in Burnaby on 
two counts of kidnapping. 

The garage where the two girls were 
held was located in back yard of a 
three-bedroom home in Vancouver’s 
east end. The house was shared by 
stven Malaysian students. 

One of the residents, 20-year-old 
Charles Wong of Sibu, Malaysia, told 
reporters “we had no idea the girls 
were in the garage.” He said the seven 
students moved into the rented home 
about six weeks ago. * 

An RCMP official said Thursday the 
two young women disappeared Nov. 1 
after leaving Miss Gunawan’s home to 
visit the Layarda residence. 

The following day tlie Gunawan 


family received a phone call saying the 
gills had been abducted. That night the 
family received a note demanding $1 
million ransom for the return of the 
women. 

Police apparently broke the case 
with the help of wiretaps or calls traced 
by B.C. Tel. 

The two girls were rushed to hospital 
weak and exhausted, but they were re¬ 
leased Thursday night after treatment 

Police said both girls were from 
wealthy Bidonesian families. 

They said Miss^Layarta’s father was 
a bank manager in Jakarta and Miss 
Gunawan’s father owns an engineering 
and steel mill and an assembly plant 
for Suzuki motorcycles in Jakarta. 

Police said no raqsom money was 
paid. 


The Spanish military com¬

THE MIND boggles at; the number of 
issues that could be raised in this-provincial 
election, or at the number of promises that 
could be made. 

Every party is looking for a sure-fire gim¬ 
mick, promise or whatever, with which to in¬ 
duce the undecided vote to go their way. The 
undecided vote is difficult to assess insofar 
as percentage is concerned, but some educat¬ 
ed guesses have it as high as 40 per cent. 

There really is no guaranteed panacea that 
will sway such a heavy number of voters, but 
there is one area in which you can rest as¬ 
sured all parties will be heavily involved. 

IN THE AREA of labor relations, of labor 
peace. Now if any party could come up with 
a plan to insure labor peace in this, one of 
the most troubled of all provinces, that party 
would have a pretty good leg up on forming 
the next government. 

I am not suggesting Dave Barrett will use 
some promise of bringing labor peace to B.C. 
during his election campaign. He is astute 
enough to weigh the advantages and disad¬ 
vantages of using a plan as an election weap¬ 
on. He would have to deduce whether or not 
it would be accepted by the unions, or. 
whether or not the acceptance by the popula¬ 
tion as a whole would outweigh any union (or 
management) hostility. 

BE THAT AS IT MAY. Barrttt has shown 
a somew'hat remarkable swing to the right In 
recent weeks, which could well be pragma¬ 
tism on his part, knowing that the tenor of 
the public has indeed moved in that direction 
to some extent. Elections make for strange 
bedfellows. 

Barrett might not use the labor question 
as a campaign issue, but I’ve got a sneaking 
hunch he w’ould not hesitate to introduce 
some return to binding arbitration if he 
should be returned to office. Possibly the 
final offer system, which has been very 
successful in places like Sweden. 

It might well be a smart move os the part 
of the Socreds to beat him to the punch in 
this regard — to actually make it part of the 
platform. 

ANY PROMISE has to be predicted on 
the acceptance by the greatest number of 
voters. In the issue of labor-mtnagement 
peace, it would be difficult to believe that 
such a platform plank would not be accept¬ 
able to the greatest number of British Colum¬ 
bians. 

Much has been made of organized labor’s 
renewed vow to back the NDP government. I 
do not think the leaders of organized labor 
have such clout I do not think they can 


deliver the vote any more than management 
could delivfr a vote for a free enterprise sys¬ 
tem.. 

'J'bere are many union workers right here 
in our building who will not be voting NDP. 
and I’m' sure this will be the case in all 
unions. Simply put, it means union leaders do 
not control membership thinking on a broad 
basis. 

THE SAME ARGUMENT holds true in 
any discussion re the relative merits of so¬ 
cialism versus free enterprise. Both the. Lib¬ 
eral and Conservative parties argue they are 
free enterprise parties and that a vote for 
them js a vote against socialism. 

Only technically — because neither Scott 
Wallace nor Gordon Gibson would have the 
temerity to suggest either of their parties 
could win this election. 

Therefore a vote for a Liberal candidate 
or a Conservative candidate, is not a vote 
against socialism, but instead, a vote FOR 
socialism in that such a vote is removed 
from the Social Credit party, the only party 
with a real shot at unseating Just E^ve 

THE REAL TEST of this will come in the 
Oak Bay riding, presently held by George 
Scott Wallace. I have no doubt Wallace has 
been a good member of the legislative as¬ 
sembly, but this election will show whether 
or not Oak Hay is indeed such a stalwart 
enclave of fwe enterprise. One often 
expressed theory is that Oak Bay is not a 
Social Credit riding — long having been a 
staunch Liberal bastion — but Scott Wallace 
was originally elected as a Social Credit 
member in that very riding., 

The fight becomes basic. Social Credit or 
NDP - - there is no other rational way to look 
at it at this time. 

ONE FINAL election note for tolay. Much 
has been made of the windfall that will 
accrue to newspapers, radio and TV stations 
through political advertising: 

Normally, true — but this is not a normal 
election because of the time of year — De¬ 
cember. And December is usually a good ad¬ 
vertising month for all sections of the media.

Martin O’Connell (L — 
Toronto Scarborough £ast), 
ope of the committee chair¬ 
men, said later that most of

Immigration Minister Rob¬ 
ert Andras had not seen the 
report before it was tabled 
bu{ he and his officials are ex¬ 
pected to study it closely in 
the next few days. 


O’Connell told reporters 
that revised immigration poli¬ 
cy should be based on four 
main factors: Family reunifi¬ 
cation, lack of discrimination, 
the state of. the economy and 
accommodation of refugees. 

Refugees as well as im¬ 
migrants sponsored by their 
immediate families would not 
be part of the annual target 
recommended by the commit¬ 
tee which did not propose any 
ceilings. 


“We haven’t attempted to 
consider a maximum,’’ 
O’Connell said, adding that it 
would be “far too complex a 
matter.’’ 

Nevertheless, he suggested, 
there had to be a limit. 

He said Canada had more 
than 600,000 immigration ap¬ 
plications in 1974, but “I don’t 
think anybody really feels 
that Canada can handle 
600,000.” 

The minimum of at least 


100,000 was relatively easy to 
arrive at, however, because 
readily available figures show 
that the population will start 
declining in 25 years at the 
current birth rate. 

“Canada must continue 
welcome a minimum 
100,000 immigrants a year 
long as present fertility rates 
prevail,” the committee said 
in its report.

T SEEMS TO rfAVE occurred to only one Victoria 
dvic election candidate to lay special stress on 
hopes of saving money and getting taxes down next 
year. As another candidate has implied, getting the 
taxes down may be a forlorn wish; preventing them 
from going up too much is more like it But there’s 
an example to behold in Vancouver. 

There, the chairman of the city council finance 
committee, Alderman Jack Volrich, has proposed 
to the committee that the city should try to hold 
the line on its spending as a follow-up to federal 
and provincial anti-inflation programs. 

The alderman has recommended that no in¬ 
creases in the city’s staff should be permitted in 
the coming year, with exceptions to this rule grant¬ 
ed by council only in special or urgent situations —

EXECUTIVE ASSISTANTS TO B.C. cabinet min- 
-E' isters, all appointed by cabinet order, will have 
two weeks of leave without pay between nomina¬ 
tion day and election day. Provincial Secretary 
Ernest Hall says, according to one report, that dur¬ 
ing this period their work will be mainly political, 
and that political work should not be done with 
public funds. According to another report, he says 
that this move is to avoid criticism because the 
public doesn’t sufficiently understand the assis¬ 
tants’ position. Some, he says, aren’t political at all.

Further, Alderman Volrich has proposed that 
the city council grant itself no pay increases in 
1976; that the federal wage guidelines be applied to 
any union contracts negotiated next year; that 
there be no increase in the city’s cultural grants, 
except where they are tied to Queen Elizabeth 
Theatre or Playhouse rental fees; that grants to 
social service agencies to be taken over by the 
province be eliminated, and that ways be sought to 
reduce the civic contribution to the museum-plane¬ 
tarium complex. 

And he has two more ideas. The city depart¬ 
ment heads, he has recommended, should be asked 
to report in two months on ways to increase staff 
productivity, with council helping in this area by 
“following some restraint in the number of reports 
or unnecessary exercises it requires of our staff 
people.’’ The civic departments should also be 
asked to report in one month — at this time when 
departments and boards are beginning tp work on 
next year’s budget and staff proposals — on pro¬ 
grams that can be deferred. 

Almost all of these recommendations can be 
translated into Victoria terms — and applied to 
other capital region municipalities, too. And they 
are worth looking at not only because of the need 
for everyone to get into the anti-inflation fight, but 
because of the tax wallops that may lie ahead. 

This year, it may be recalled with some pain, 
mill rates in the Greater Victoria area rose mostly 
by nearly 18 per cent, and in School District 61 by 
considerably more. But 1975 has been the year of 
“saving’’ much money during the three-month 
strike-lockout. Tell us, candidates, what of 1976?

P eople of the Canadian capital, ottawa- 
Hull, are becoming inured to stupidities on the 
part of bureaucrats and politicians who live among 
them. Scarcely an eyebrow was raised when a sculp¬ 
ture was commissioned for erection in Hull's 
Place du Portage, beside the magnificent office 
building of the same name recently completed, at a 
cost of $88,000. That was Montreal artist Henry 
Wanton Jones’ fee. 

But now the department of public works, re¬ 
sponsible for the commissioning, and Mr. Jones are 
haggling about the final price. It seems $88,000 
was not sufficient, after all. 

And while they are haggling, no decision has 
been made as to when the extraordinary three- 
piece creation — named Love-l’Amour, just so peo¬ 
ple of both languages will know what it represents— 
is to be assembled. 

Meanwhile, there is a contest within the civil 
service, with a prize of $500, currently attracting 
some attention. It is a search for the best example 
of government waste and frivolous spending. 

It should be a challenge when there are at 
hand such examples as the $55,000 study actually 


undertaken on “Canadian toilet habits,” whatever 
that may mean. 

Such nonesense may be amusing to some peo¬ 
ple, hardly to the taxpayer. 

Neither is the government’s continuing preoc¬ 
cupation with establishing a francophile core in 
the civil service, working-in-French units where use 
of the English language is to be forbidden. 

And, of course, there is the continuing and de¬ 
termined effort to force anglophiles to learn the 
French language or risk the chance of promotion if 
not their jobs. 

t This policy, designed in the Interests of equali¬ 
ty and fraternity and the preservation of the truly 
beautiful language of France in Canada, in fact has 
created more dissention and distrust than ever 
existed before its introduction. 

The Trudeau administration, however, will not 
be diverted from its divisive and costly course. 

While Canadians have Love-l’Amour in their 
bi-cultural capital they will always be reminded of 
the government’s meticulous impartiality — at 
least, that would appear to be the hope inherent in 
the grand design.

The executive jet shuffle 


The first shock, after we 
had driven into the .German 
Democratic Republic (East 
Germany) and up to the fron¬ 
tier crossing j[»int, was that 
we were presented, with 40 
marks in cash. "Your break¬ 
fast money,’' said the girl. It 
seemed a homely and puz¬ 
zling touch at the world’s 
most heavily protected fron¬ 
tier, with its electrified 
fences, police dogs and 
guards waiting perpetually in 
towers to shoot anyone who 
tries to cross illegally. 

' But there was a logical ex¬ 
planation. We had booked and 
paid in advance for four 
nights bed-and-breerkfast hotel 
accommodation. So at the 
frontier we received vouchers 
for the beds and cash for the 
breakfast. 

With the vouchers, in a pro¬ 
cedure lasting about half an 
hour, we were able to procure 
tourist vi^as for our pass¬ 
ports. Our bookings were for 
four nights and so the visas 
were valid for precisely five 
days. The hotels were in Pots¬ 
dam and Weimar and so we 
were authorized to sleep at 
Potsdam and Wiemar. 
“Should you wish to extend or 
alter your itinerary, then 
please apply to the police.”

The system is, really, a 
marriage of the ponderous, 
pedantic, efficient bureaucra¬ 
cy of old Prussia with the new 
needs of “socialism.’’ The 
German Democratic Repub¬ 
lic it is asserted, is the “front 
Jine” of the “socialist camp” 
and so must protect itself 
against the many spies and 
saboteurs who seek to do 
down "the gains of the work¬ 
ing class.’’

It had been a long drive 
and, by canons of good citi¬ 
zenship applicable under 
“capitalism” and "commu¬ 
nism” alike, an entirely non¬ 
alcoholic one. It had been hot. 
too; Now, in the evening, one 
really felt one had earned a 
beer.

Frederick the Great’s sum¬ 
mer palace, Sans Souci, 
expresses his genius if only 
because of its phalanxes of 
elegant glasshouses below it 
in which he conducted horti¬ 
cultural experiments. 

Then there is his New Pal¬ 
ace, which he built for show 
rather than his own use. Here 
died Queen Victoria’s son-in-

Visitors have to skate 
through the ghostly and splen¬ 
did rooms on felt overshoes, 
so as not to damage the 
floors. The famous "mollusc 
room,” lined with sea shells, 
sounds as if it might be vul¬ 
gar, but, in fact, it is a haunt¬ 
ing fairyland, and reinforced 
my view that probably Fre¬ 
derick the Great was the most 
intelligent man ever to inherit 
a crown. Now, however, the 
guides no longer say "the 
Great” and he is just Fre¬ 
derick n. 

Potsdam represents the old 
Prussia, with its militaristic 


strain. Weimar, the city of 
Goethe and Schiller, repre¬ 
sents the old liberal and cul¬ 
tured Germany. There was a 
policeman outside to check 
our visas before we were al¬ 
lowed in. Of course it was fas¬ 
cinating tci see Goethe’s house 
and possessions (judged by- 
the size of his greatcoat he 
must have been a gigantic 
man), the Schiller house and 
so on. But what surprised us 
were the numerous road signs 


the Soviet Union, just as it 
would be in the West if we 
continually referred to our un- 
shakeable solidarity With the 
United States? Do the people 
no longer notice? Or is the ex¬ 
aggeration almost a form of 
satire? 

To leave the country on the 
appointed day we had to pass 
an inner and then the main 
frontier, with about a couple 
of miles between them.

shops. 

The propaganda on radio 
and television, on posters and 
in newspapers forms a torrent 
so formidable as would seem 
to be counter-productive. Is it 
not boring to have incessant

When Victoria Conservative 
MP Allan McKinnon latches 
onto an issue he well knows 
how to shaft it to the govern¬ 
ment.

The coin sale program, 
whicji Is supposed to help the 
games to be self-supporting, 
was authorized by the na¬ 
tional government and has the 
whole of the country as its 
primary market.

Hydro chairman defends 
40 per cent pay increase 


There has been recurring reference in 
news reports and public discussion to the 40 
per cent increase in the wage rate for B.C. 
Hydro transit operators. The reports in many 
instances have been misleading. I would like 
to provide some background to the recently- 
negotiated settlement between the Amal¬ 
gamated Transit Union and Hydro. The new 
-•contract covers a period of two years. 

The actual increase is 15 per cent effec¬ 
tive August 1, 1975; an additional increase of 
16.9 per cent effective October 1, 1976 and a 
final 4.5 per cent effective JVIarch 1,1977. 

The new rates paid Hydro transit ojiera- 
tors are ir. line with rites new paid truck 
drivers employed in other organizations 
throughout British Columbia. It should also 
be noted that the comparison between transit 
operators and truck drivers is not unreason¬ 
able when one considers the res|>onsibility of 
transit operators relative to the cost of the 
vehicles they drive and the numbers of tra¬ 
velling public they transport. 

I would also like to stress that the settle¬ 
ment was reached only after prolonged neg¬ 
otiations with the "uni on and with a media¬ 


tion officer appointed by the department of 
labor. Negotiations began with the union on 
July fL The parties had nine full joint meet¬ 
ings and several sub-committee meetings be¬ 
fore direct negotiations broke down on 
August 8. At this point the union rejected 
' Hydro’s offer. The mediation officer was then 
appointed and seven meetings wete held 
under his auspices during September before 
the* final settlement was reached on Sep¬ 
tember 19. 

Finally, some of the comments that have 
been made about this settlement carry an 
implication that bus drivel's and other transit 
workers ac^, somehow less worthy of good 
wqges and benefits than employees in other 
fields. I strongly reject such suggestions. The 
employees of our public transportation sys¬ 
tems perform a responsible ami worthwhile 
function which is. becoming increasingly im- 
I>ortant in our society as public transpor¬ 
tation gains in popular acceptance.

Paper tiger’s know-how useful 

SEATO could bequeath 
a legacy of knowledge 


By DENIS WARNER, from Canberra 

If no one had a good word to say for 
SEATO when its obsequies were announced, 
Southeast Asia’s new interest in regional co¬ 
operation to counter subversion and insur¬ 
gency suggests that the old paper tiger might 
at least bequeath a legacy of useful knowl¬ 
edge. 

There is nothing necessarily conspira¬ 
torial, or even sinister, about the fact that 
there had been an upsurge in insurgency in 
Thailand and Malaysia since the fall of Viet¬ 
nam six months ago. 

The insurgent forces in both countries 
were going concerns, which, since they 
shared some of the ideological views of the 
communist forces in Indochina, were clearly 
encouraged by the successes that attended 
these wars of national liberation. It would 
have been surprising, in fact, if there had not 
been an increased effort in both Malaysia 
and Thailand. 


Nevertheless, with more than 600 villages 
under the control of the Communist Party of 
Thailand and its armed forces, small “liber¬ 
ated” areas are beginning to dot the map. 

The Malaysians are also looking very 
seriously at the situation in the central state 
of Pahang, which was evacuated by the 
headquarters of the Malayan Communist 
Party 21 years ago. 

The Malaysian Communist Party is mov¬ 
ing south again. There is still nothing to 
suggest that Malaysian insurgents are re¬ 
ceiving weapons from outside, or that the 
fairly limited supply of weapons that has 
, been crossing the Mekong into Thailand for 
years has been significiantly stepped up. 


Behind the soft words of the Thai and 
Malaysian leaders, and the not so soft words 
of the Singaporeans and the "Indonesians, 
however, there is increasing concern about 
the regional influence Vietnam may want to 
exercise in the future. 


It is difficult to evaluate Indonesian reports 
that weapons from Vietnam, and even ad¬ 
visers, have turned up in Portuguese Timor 
with the Fretilin forces. If Jakarta is looking 
for justification for any sort of intervention, 
this is the type of accusation that it might be 
expected to level. * 

There ls no doubt at all, however, that the 
Vietnamese do see themselves as the para¬ 
mount military force in South-east Asia. 
They are very conscious of their military 
strength and capability. And time after time 
they make reference to “their international 
obligations” in Southeast Asia. 

The quite extraordinarily warlike state¬ 
ments by General Tran Tien Dung, the North 
Vietnamese chief of staff, who appears to en¬ 
visage only a brief period of peace before. 
Vietnam is called on to honor its “interna¬ 
tional obligations” in the area, lend weight to 
the references. 


Over the years, SEATO had acquired a 
sound knowledge of the techniques of revolu¬ 
tionary war, and it is this sort of knowledge, 
if not necessarily the theories of counter¬ 
revolutionary war as practiced in Vietnam, 
that the rest of Southeast Asia could benefit 
from, even if there is no intention to ship 
guns out of Vietnam to insurgent forces.

The Bank of Canada will 
gradually reduce the rate of 
growth in the money supply to 
complement the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram, Gerald Bouey, the 
bank’s governor said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Bouey told the Commons fi¬ 
nance committee that a rapid 
decrease in the amount of 
money available in the econ¬ 
omy would lower production 
and increase unemployment. 

However, a gradual moder¬ 
ation of money supply growth, 
coupled with the govern¬ 
ment’s selective wage and 
price controls, can restore 
economic health, he said. 

Bouey said the central bank 
has allowed the money to ex¬ 
pand to keep interest rates 
down and increase production 
by making credit more easily 
available.

Vets ’ pensions fraud target? 


Two men may be planning to use the 
mail strike to bilk elderly women in 
Greater Victoria who receive monthly 
disability pension cheques from the vet¬ 
erans’ affairs department, the Victoria 
police fraud squad warned Thursday. 

A spokesman said this after being 
asked by the department to issue a 
public statement that no one in the 
department is checking to see if che¬ 
ques are being received — and no one 
is authorized to do so. 

The spokesman said two men have 
visited two widows in the past three 


days and phoned five others. In all 
cases, the wxwneh have been asked if 
they have received their cheques on 
time. 

The men have gone only to women 
who live alone. They have identified 
themselves as Mr. Hund, Mr. Lund or 
Mr. Long, said they were from veter¬ 
ans’ affairs and advised the women 
they were “just checking up” about 
cheques owing to the mail strike. 

The spokesman said the men 
"haven’t made any pitch for money 
yet” and there has been no sign of any 
thefts while they were present. 


One man was described as about 35 
years old with sandy hair. He wore a 
beige raincoat. No description of the 
second man was available other than 
that he was about the same age. 

During one of the home visits, a 
daughter of the woman arrived unex¬ 
pectedly and the man departed in a 
hurry. The incidents occurred in Vic¬ 
toria, Esquimalt and Oak Bay. 

The spokesman said publication of 
the warning could stop the practice be¬ 
fore someone loses money and before it 
expands to affect old age pensioners, 
which he saw’ as a possibility.

New liquor outlets opposed 


VANCOUVER (Staff) — 
Small grocery stores should 
not be given the right to sell 
liquor, the B.C. Federation of 
Labor decided Thursday. 

The convention here defeat¬ 
ed a resolution from a local of 
the International Wood¬ 
workers of America that 
small independently-owned 
grocery stores be allowed to 
sell liquor. 

B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees Union delegates re¬ 
presenting employees in go¬ 
vernment-owned liquor stores 
were most vocoferous in their 
opposition to the resolution. 

One delegate said the liquor ' 
industry in B.C. is organized 
from production and bottling 
through distribution, and al¬ 
lowing small grocery stores 
which are almost always non¬ 


union would siphon off union 
jobs. 

The convention was also 
told that if the IWA resolution 
was accepted it would be 
more difficult for workers in 
the production end of the in¬ 
dustry to win labor disputes 
against brewers and distillers. 

The union earlier called on

Wine and Allied Workers 
Union, are moving in to those 
market areas. 

The federation supported a 
call by the Retail Wholesale 
Department Store Workers 
Union for a national boycott 
of Seagram’s products to be 
called by the CLC.

VANCOUVER (Staff) - 
The B.C. Federation of Labor 
Thursday called for an imme¬ 
diate increase in the mini¬ 
mum wage to $4.50 an hour. 

The minimum wage, now 
$2.50, will be increased to $3 
an hour by June 1976, Pre¬ 
mier Barrett announced last 
month. v 

The federation’s annual con¬ 
vention here approved an¬ 
other resolution calling on the 
government to amend labor 
legislation to require that all 
overtime be paid double time. 

The resolution stated that 
mast employers found it 
cheaper to pay overtime than 
to hire new’ workers, and that 
with current high unemploy¬ 
ment this policy is unaccepta¬ 
ble. 

In other economic resolu¬ 
tions dealt with by the 700 del¬ 
egates, the federation com¬ 
mitted itself to lobbying the 
provincial government to es¬ 
tablish legislation setting out 
guidelines on layoffs. 

The resolution stated that 
severance pay should be paid 
to all workers wtio are laid off 
and that empoyers should be 
forced to pay all relocation 
and retraining expenses for 
laid-off workers. v 

In addition, the government 
would be required, if it ac¬ 
cepted the federation view’, to 
force coporations to give a 
full explanation for all mass 
layoffs and shutdowns. 

The federation also called 
for an immediate start on a 
massive housing program to 
reduce high unemployment 
levels, the nationalization of • 
Canadain Pacific Railway, 
and expansion of public own¬ 
ership in developing second¬ 
ary industry. 

The federation’s plan for 
combatting unemployment, 
which will be sent to the Ca¬ 


nadian Labor Congress, also 
includes reduction in the retir¬ 
ement age to 60, a reduction 
in hours of work without re¬ 
duction in pay,and a restruc¬ 
turing of the tax system to 
shift the burden of taxation to 
"those who can best afford it 
and ensure that unemployed 
workers are guaranteed ade¬ 
quate maintenance of their in¬ 
comes.” 

The resignation from the 
I^abor Relations Board of 
labor appointed Peter Ca¬ 
meron, an official of the Ca¬ 
nadian Association of Indus¬ 
trial, Mechanical and Allied 
Workers (CAIMAW), a Cana¬ 
dian union affiliated with the 
rival Confederation of Canadi¬ 
an Trade Unions, was re¬ 
quested. 

A delegate from United 
Steelworkers of America 
which has been the object of 
various CAIMAW’ raids, said 
it was bad enough being raid¬ 
ed without having a member 
of-the Labor Relations Board 
doing the raiding.

NEW YORK (AP> — Pete 
Rozelle, commissioner of the 
National Football League, of¬ 
ficially cleared the way 
Thursday night for NFL 
teams to sign former World 
Football League players for 
this season until Nov. 26. 

The NFL cleared one 
former WFL player, tackle 
Chris Morris of San Antonio, 
Thursday and said that it 
would process requests for 
clearance as they came in 
from players. 

Rozelle said the two new 
franchises, Tampa and Seat¬ 
tle. could also sign WFL 
players for 1976, when those 
j two teams will begin play in 
j the NFL. 

“A11 28 teams can sign WFL 
players for next year,” Ro- 
zedle said. 

“As long as the two new 
teams are being permitted to 
i sign them, we felt the players 


should have the right of 
choice of the other 26 teams 
as well.” 

Rozelle said the NFL 
owners had not been able to 
finalize a plan for stocking 
the two new clubs during 
Thursday’s day-kmg meeting. 

Originally NFL clubs had 
been barred from signing 
WFL players on the premise 
that a team could “buy a 
championship” by , spending 
enough money late in the sea¬ 
son- to sign available talent. 

That plan was overturned 
Wednesday by a federal judge 
in Minnesota and Rozelle said 
he believed the 10 players 
wh^ had taken tlie class ac¬ 
tion in that suit would be 
among the first cleared for 
signing by NFL teams. 

Rozelle said the procedure 
for signing WFL players 
would be to have the players 
request clearance through the 
NFL office. “Once we deter- 


niine that a player is free, we 
notify everyone at the same 
time that he has cleared and 
is available to be signed. The 
players or their agents must 
request this clearance. We 
wifi ask for whatever docu¬ 
ments we need.” 

Rozelle said that assorted 
evidence would be acceptible 
to determine availability. 

"Certainly we’d consider a 
court order such as the one 
that Ken Stabler got last 
spring,” the commissioner 
said. “Letters from a player’s 
former club or the WFL office 
showing that a player is no 
longer bound because of 
clauses in his contract freeing 
him if his team or league fold¬ 
ed like John Gilliam would 
also be acceptable.”

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NHL orders crackdown after Maloney charged 


TORONTO (CP) - Scotty 
Morrison, refered-tn-chief of 
the National Hockey League, 
said Thursday he thinks his 
officials can police the league, 
“but obviously the govern¬ 
ment thinks otherwise.” 

Morrison, commenting on 
the laying of a charge of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm 
against Dan Maloney o # f De¬ 
troit Red Wings, said Thurs¬ 
day that he had contacted all 
20 NHL referees with renewed 
instructions to step up en¬ 
forcement of two rules. 


“We felt when/we left our 
referees training camp in the 
summer we had a good level 
of officiating, but % obviously 
we’ll have to review' the situa¬ 
tion,” said Morrison. - 
Maloney was charged as the 
result of an incident in 
Wednesday night’s NHL game 
between Toronto Maple Leafs 
and the Red Wings at Maple 
Leaf Gardens. 

Maloney hit Toronto defen¬ 
ceman Brian Glennie in the 
second period of the game 
after Glennie had stepped into 


Detroit centre Bryan Hextaff; 
knocking him to the ice from 
behind. 

Glennie spent the night in a 
Toronto hospital under obser¬ 
vation. He was released 
Thursday morning and will 
probably play in the Leafs 
game tonight with Kansas 
City Scouts. 

Morrison said he asked the 
officials to strictly enforce 
rules 44 and 49 in the future. 
Rule 44 states that a match 
penalty shall be imposed on 
any player who deliberately 


attempts to injure an oppo¬ 
nent, and adds that the in¬ 
cident must be reported to the 
league president for further 
action. 

Rule 49 states a player who 
deliberately injures an oppo¬ 
nent in any manner shall be 
given a match penalty, 

Morrison said a match pen¬ 
alty should , have been im¬ 
posed against Maloney, who 
received a five-minute major 
from referee Bryan Lewis for 
the altercation with Glennie. 

Punch Imlach, general 


manager and vice-president 
of Buffalo Sabres, said the 
“whole hockey violence thing 
has been blown out of propor¬ 
tion.” 

"It’s hard to define what 
this guy (Ontario Attorney 
Roy McMurtry) is talking 
about,” Imlach said. “The 
law is the law’ and the hockey 
business is the hockey busi¬ 
ness. Everyone has their defi¬ 
nition of violence in hockey. 
Mine is *two guys standing 
there hitting each other over 
the head with their sticks.” 


Last week, the newly-ap¬ 
pointed McMurtry announced 
a crackdown on violence in all 
sports, and said players exhi¬ 
biting violence in games 
would be charged. 

“People take this stuff too 
seriously,” Imlach said of vio¬ 
lence and hockey. “In all my 
years with the Sabres I 
haven’t seen excessive vio¬ 
lence. We’ve got some guys 
that play tough but don’t 
break the Jaw.” 


Alan Eagleson, executive- 
director of the National Hock¬ 
ey League Players’ Associa¬ 
tion, said there are four laws 
in hockey.

Calder’s resignation from 
the NDP followed a three-day 
convention of Nishga Indians.

He made the announcement 
from Greenville, a small 
community north of Terrace 
in the Nass Valley, but has 
since been unreachable. 

Calder made his mark in 
the Legislature as a defender 
of Indian righ'ts and for 
strong attacks several years 
ag> in which in the Legisla¬ 
ture he charged big unions in 
B.C. of discriminating against 
native. Indians in their hiring 
practices. 

When the NDP formed the 
government in September, 
1972, Calder was appointed to 
the cabinet as minister with¬ 
out portfolio in charge of In¬ 
dian affairs. 

He held that position until 
July of the following year and 
has since sat on the front 
benches but has entered de¬ 
bate only rarely. 

Calder was more talkative 
to a Vancovuer reporter who 
contacted him early Thurs¬ 
day. At that time Calder said 
he had come to the conclusion 
that “Barrett and the Barrett 
government are anti-Indian.”

Greater Victoria school 
trustees rejected a “hold-the- 
line" provisional budget for 
1976 Thursday night and went 
for a belt-tightening operating 
budget instead. 

William Ross, chairman of 
the nine-member board, 
ended 2** hours of wrangling 
with a motion that a provi¬ 
sional budget with an increase 
of not more than 13 per cent 
trom this year's budget be 
sent to the education depart¬ 
ment for approval. The mo¬ 
tion gained the approval of 
five of the seven trustees 
present. 

A budget of *40,686,789, re¬ 
presenting an increase of 
i4.9< per cent from this year, 
roughly representing the in- 
iiation rate, was worked out 
by Colin Glover, assistant su¬ 
perintendent in cnarge of 
business, and it represented a 
holu-the-line approach with an 
eye towards maintaining 
present levels of teachers and 
services. 

Teachers' salaries for the 
coming year were calculated 
at >/< ,926,805, including the 
maximum 9.26 per cent in¬ 
crease allowable under feder¬ 
al wage guidelines. 

The actual increase * in 
teacners’ salaries would be 
U.76 per cent, including incre¬ 
ments and certification pay¬ 
ments which are locked in be- 
* cause of contracts already 
signed. 

Other expenses.listed (with 
percentage increases in 
urqckets) were: clerical sa¬ 
laries, $2,144,935 (16 per 

cent); custodian salaries, 

$2728246 (16 per cent); labor 

salaries, $1,910,199 (16 per 
cent); administrattive sa¬ 

laries, $707,528 (10 per cent); 
lixed costs, $4,402138 (30 per 
cent); variable costa $865,438 
(20 per cent). 

“Don’t let’s go bankrupt, 
that’s all I’m saying," trustee 
r*eter Bunn said in proposing 
a 10-per-cent increase. He was 
told that if the savings were 
to be made in teachers’ sa¬ 
laries, 251 teachers would 
have to bfc cut. 

Bunn submitted B.C. School 
Trustees Association figures 
which showed that while the 
cost of living increased 21 per 
cent between 1971 and 1974, 
teachers’ salaries had gone up 
35.22 per cent. 

In support of Glover’s fig¬ 
ures, school superintendent 
Jake Longmore said the 
$40,686,789 proposal was real¬ 
istic cohsidering the un¬ 
knowns such as salaries and 
expenses under which the pro¬ 
visional budget was drawn. 
<vWhen Bunn’s proposal of 10 


per cent didn’t seem to draw 
any support, trustee Susan 
Brice, who chaired the meet- 
ng as head of the legal and 
business affairs committee, 
suggested 13.5 per cent, to 
which Bunn commented: "A 
million and half, just like 
that." 

When trustee Daphne Tem¬ 
ple put forth the 14.97-per-cent 
figure, Bunn said! “Any ad¬ 
vance? Any advance?" 

Ross then pot north his pro¬ 
posal after saying he thought 
the limit of 15 per cent educa¬ 


tion minister Eileen Dailly 
placed on community’ colleges 
was too high and that the 
14.97 per cent figure was too 
close to that. 

Longmore and his staff now 
will work out a budget under 
the limits established by the 
board and submit it to the ed¬ 
ucation department by Nov.

Highlands has fling at highways

Highlands residents want to 
keep the country character of 
their district and there are 
ways the provincial highways 
department can help. 

This is the conclusion of a 
report by the Highlands Dis¬ 
trict Community Association 
presented by its chairman 
Frank Spellacy at a public 
meeting Thursday at Mill- 
stream elementary school or¬ 
ganized by the highways de¬ 
partment. 

The meeting came more 
than a year after it was pro* 
mised following a sit-in on 
highways equipment doing 


maintenance work in the 
r Highlands. 

The report generally called 
for leaving gravel roads and 
unmaintained roads as such 
and preserving their winding 
nature. 

The report recommended 
three width classifications, 
with the widest being the min¬ 
imum required for school 
buses. 

Other recommendations 
called for allowing vegetation 
to grow’ back to the roadside 
w’here it wouldn’t interfere 
with services and the preser¬ 
vation of trees. 

Maximum speed limit 
would be 25 miles an hour. 


The report also suggested 
signs be erected at all en¬ 
trances to the district, warn¬ 
ing . "You Are Entering a 
Greenbelt Area, Roads Are 
Narrow, Winding — Use Cau¬ 
tion . . ." 

Spellacy later said that if 
the highways department 
agreed with the recommen¬ 
dation it would also influence 
to a degree the nature of any 
proposed provincial housing 
for the Jower Highlands dis¬ 
trict. 

Jack lisman of the high¬ 
ways department said the as¬ 
sociation’s recommendations 


had already been studied and 
many had been favorably re¬ 
ceived. But some, such as li¬ 
mited road widths, were im¬ 
practical if roads w’ere to be 
maintained. 

Lisman later confirmed that 
his department had no major 
proposals for road extensions 
or upgrading in the Highlands. 

Langford region board 
director E. B. Paliister called 
for a solution to the Thetis 
Lake overpass to city bottle¬ 
neck before the province con¬ 
sidered any more housing in 
the Highlands. 

“ The situation is deplorable 
now," he said.

Victoria, Oak Bay and Saanich. 


Knight opened with the point that 
public agencies in library services and 
adult education must get together. 

S. J. Cunliffe, chairman of UVic's 
board of governors, said he was hesi¬ 
tant to set up another committee be¬ 
cause “the university is well equipped 
with committees." 

A. J. (Jake) Longmore, superin¬ 
tendent for the Greater Victoria school 
district, proposed that “the component 
agencies recognize in principle lhat the 
concept of co-ordinating library, recrea¬ 
tion and education services for adults 
has merit. 


"And further that the represented 
agencies would be prepared to discuss 
the concept in more detail when Camo¬ 
sun College has completed its survey. 

“And further that each agency would 
be prepared to indicate current services 
that support adult library, recreation or 
education services.”

Ms. Shuto said she w-as dis¬ 
appointed that there was no 
input from the women who do 
work in the technolog ica.l 
field. She said she hoped 
there would be representation 
from the five women so em¬ 
ployed at Cominco Ltd. in 
Trail. 

There were only 12 persons 


at the hearing. Ms. Shuto said 
she thought the reason for 
lack of interest is that the 
subject matter is of fairly li- 
mited appeal, while the prob¬ 
lem of employing women in 
technology appeals to be the 
same problem that exists in 
most work situations.

Depending on the village 
they live in, Balinese become 
painters, sculptors, carvers, 
of gold or silversmiths. They 
weave beautiful fabrics, dye 
batiks, plait leaves into in¬ 
tricate designs, make leather 
puppets of Hindu- mythical 
characers, or design brightly 
painted masks for dancers. 

They also take part in local 
ritual dances or play in a ga- 
melan orchestra. 

Few are full-time profes¬ 
sionals. Most are farmers, 
housewives or children who In 
their spare time practice the 
arts that are handed down 
from generation to genera¬ 
tion. 

Led by a knowledgeable 
guide, we spent 10 days visit¬ 
ing these artistic people in 
their villages. Each day we 
drove through landscapes of 
lush green terraced fields and 
rice paddies watered by clear 
streams. 

In Ubud, 15 miles northeast 
of Denpasar, Bali’s capital, 
you can always see some *of 
the 200 talented village artists 
in their sarongs, painting 
under the banyan trees.

OTTAWA (CP) - Comer 
stores charge 20 per cent 
more than supermarkets for 
staple food items and some¬ 
times the comer store cus¬ 
tomer - pays mare than double 
the supermarket price, says a 
report released Wednesday by 
the food prices review board'. 

"In one case (that of hard 
margarine), the average 7- 
Eleven store price was 112 
per cent above the super¬ 
market price,’’.the study said. 

The prices were gathered 
on a 32-item food basket, pay¬ 
ing special attention to bread 
and milk "since these are 
high-volume items in conve¬ 
nience stores as well as foods 
of vital nutritional impor¬ 
tance.” 

The report noted that "with 
few exceptions, milk and 
bread prices were higher in 
convenience stores than in su¬ 
permarkets.’" 

The survey was conducted 
during the week beginning 
May 19 and compared the 
prices of 85 food outlets 
owned by six chains with 


prices charged by nearby su¬ 
permarkets. Tt was the 46th 
report by the -federal food 
board, now formally replaced 
by the anti-inflation board. 

The six chains were Green 
Gables, with head office in 
Halifax; Perrettes, Montreal; 
Becker Milk Co. Ltd., Toron¬ 
to; Mac’s'Milk Co., Toronto; 
7-Eleven, Vancouver; and 
Pinto, Ottawa. 


Canada raises 
UN contribution 

UNITED NATIONS’ (CP) — 
A $4.5-miliion increase in Gren¬ 
ada’s 1975 contribution to the 
United Nations Development

Begin, parliamentary' secre¬ 
tary to External Affairs Min¬ 
ister Allan M&cEachen. 


Price comparisons done in 
Halifax, Montreal, Ottawa, 
Toronto and Vancouver 
showed shopping at the conve¬ 
nience stores can boost a total 
food bill by as much as 24 per 
v cent.

"In all but five of the items 
in the board’s'basket, average 
7-Eleven store prices exceed¬ 
ed those in supermarkets by 
20 per cent or more,” the 
study said. * , 

Becker’s, with prices only 
five-per-cent higher than su¬ 
permarket competitors in 
Toronto, fared best. Its milk 
and bread prices were equal 
to or- lower than supermarket 
prices. 

Milk sold at Mac’s Milk in, 
Ottawa and Vancouver, as 
well as bread sold at Per- 
pette’s outlets in Montreal, 
also was .competitive, the 
study said. 

The board noted that al¬ 
though consumers complain 
about the "15 and 16 per cent 


annual rate of food price in¬ 
crease since 1973” they seem 
willing to "pay more for a 
number of food items for the 
advantages of convenience in 
food shopping.” 

Sales by these six chains to¬ 
talled $262.3 million in 1974, 
the board said, o rabout 2.3 
per cent of total retail food 
store sales. 

Their price mark-up was 
25.6 per cent compared with 
an average of 21 per cent for 
the 16 supermarkets sur¬ 
veyed. 

"Their pre-tax profit mar¬ 
gin was 22.3 cents on each 
sales dollar,” the report said. 


"For the food distributor su¬ 
permarkets it was 2.1 cents.” 

The report said the six con¬ 
venience chains expected a 17 
per cent increase in the 
number of their stares be¬ 
tween May and the end of this 
year.

The judge refused bail for 
Robertson and ordered his de¬ 
tention in custody, with the 
jiext appearance due in a 
week.

* letters to the premiers, said 
that ruling left uncertainty 
about the precise implications 
for possible provincial legisla¬ 
tion dealing solely with land 
, ownership by aliens. 

Therefore, if the provinces 
agreed. Ottawa would amend 
the citizenship act so that 
ownership of Canadian land 
by aliens would be subject to 
conditions imposed by provin¬ 
cial governments. 

Trudeau said, however, the 
amcndement would ensure 
that this power could not deny 
citizens landed immigrants 
the right to own land. It could 
not conflict with federal inter¬ 
national obligations, discrimi¬ 
nate between aliens, hinder 
land ownership for diplomatic 
or consular purposes, or apply 
to land acquired in transac¬ 
tions approved under the 
Foreign Investment Re v i e w 
Act. 

Also, this would not pre¬ 
clude further action by Par¬ 
liament to regulate foreign 
ownership.

Garden notes 


Judging by my mall, many 
of my readers are unhappy 
with the performance of green 
peas in their vegetable plots, 
complaining of poor growth, 
brief cropping and the early 
demise of their vines. 

I suspect a great deal of 
tills is due to subsoil dryness, 
and this is seldom recognized, 
for light Summer showers or 
the use of the garden 
sprinkler will often create the 
appearance of t moisture with¬ 
out deep penetration, and 
unless the deep roots can 
drink, trouble always de¬ 
velops. 

This, incidentally, is a ve* *y 
common contributing factor 
that gives rise to severe at¬ 
tacks of mildew in peas. 

it it k 

About the best way to com¬ 
bat subsoil drought is to bury 
plenty of organic matter 
under the rows where peas 
are to be grown. 

If you are one of those 
gourmets who looks forward 
avidly to that first delicious 
feed of freshly picked home¬ 
grown green peas, this is a 
good time to get cracking on 
a special trench in which to 
sow your peas next spring. 

If you can manage to 
scrounge a quantity of mellow 


old rotted manure, or better 
still, a few sackfuls of spent 
mushroom manure, this can 
be dug or rototilled deeply 
into the pea site. 

• ★ ★ ★ 

Or, if you happen to be a 
compost enthusiast Vvitii a 
couple of bins of lovely, vel¬ 
vety stuff tucked away at the 
bottom of the garden, gat it 
well down under your peas 
and they won’t suffer from 
deep-root drought next sum¬ 
mer. 

These materials act like a 
sponge, retaining moisture 
within reach of the plant 
roots. 

Trouble is, manure costs 
money, and in the small city 
garden there is neither the 
space nor enough material for 
manufacturing compost on a 
scale big enough to supply the 
garden. 

In this case, the trick is to 
make your compost, un¬ 
derground, using a technique 
known as trench composting, 
using the kitchen wastes that 
accumulate through the 
winter. 

k it k 

To get started, simply dig a 
trench across your vegetable 
plot where you intend to grow 
peas next year. Make it a lit¬ 


tle better than a foot deep and 
about as Wide as your spade. 

Shovel out the crumbs of 
loose soil fom the bottom, 
piling the excavated soil 
alongside the trench. 

Next, loosen the subsoil in 
the bottom of the trench with 
a digging fork, make sure you 
have a supply of garden lime 
on hand, and you’re in busi¬ 
ness. 

From here on in, all you do 
is dump your kitchen wastes 
in the trench. Cabbage leaves, 
carrot tops, potato peelings, 
egg shells — almost every¬ 
thing except metal, glass and 
plastic can go in. 

k k k 

As each bucketful of gar¬ 
bage is dumped into the 
trench, give it a dusting of 
lime enough to whiten the sur¬ 
face, then kick in enough soil 
from the ridge alongside to 
cover it up. 

Once you get into the rou¬ 
tine, it doesn’t take any more 
time or effort than chucking 
the refuse into the garbage 
can. In fact, if you run an in¬ 
cinerator too, you’ll find you 
have very little material for 
the garbage man except cans 
and bottles. 

When you come to the end 
of your trench, go back to the 


other end and start over 
again with another layer. The 
first will have consolidated 
and Sunk by this time, and a 
15-inch trench should take two 
good layers of garbage com¬ 
fortably. 

k k k 

When seed-sowing time rolls 
around your trench should 
show a slight depression 
across the plot, and the seeds 
can be sown therein without 
any further filling in. 

This shallow depression is 
convenient for watering, for 
you can give your pea roots a 
good soaking simply by allow¬ 
ing the hose to trickle into the 
trench for an hour or so. 

I suggest peas particularly, 
for this crop is so often a 
complete flqp in hot, dry 
weather without lots of mois¬ 
ture-retaining material down 
below, but almost any vegeta¬ 
ble will flourish in such a site. 
k k k 

The exceptions are the mot 
crops — carrots and the like 
— which have a tendency to 
fork and become distorted in 
shape in the presence of in¬ 
completely rotted material. 

If you don’t grow peas, try 
the compost trench for toma¬ 
toes, corn, cucumbers or 
squash.

Dead but won’t lie down

Bantam Books has just 
come out with the fourth in a 
series of paperbacks called 
Whatever Became Of ...? 

It fills the reader in on the 
present whereabouts of such 
luminaries of yesteryear as 
Snooky Lanson, Ish Kabibble, 
Cass Daley and Evelyn and 
her magic violin. 

(The violin is alive and well 
and living in Argentina.) 

Although written primarily 
for trivia players and nostal¬ 
gia buffs, these books also 
have a certain practical 
value, particularly for some¬ 
one in my line of work. 

I have occasion from time 
to time to mention personages 
out of the past and more often 
than not I am uncertain 
whether to refer to them as 
“the late.” 

It used to be that erroneous¬ 
ly identifying someone as 


“the late” only caused you 
embarrassment. Most likely 
you would get a wry note 
from the non-deceased con¬ 
taining some variation of 
Mark Twain’s classic dis¬ 
claimer. UThe reports of my 
death are greatly exagger¬ 
ated.” 

Some time ago, however, a 
new element was added. A 
country music entertainer 
sued a magazine for having 
prematurely rei>orted his de¬ 
mise. What is more, he won, 
despite a published retraction 
that affirmed his claim to vi¬ 
tality. 

Although I’m no lawyer, 
thank heaven, as I understand 
this case it establishes that 
death that hasn’t happened 
yet is libellous. So it is good 
to have books that help us 
avoid misapplying “the late.” 

There is, however, another 
side of the coin that anyone 


contemplating a libel suit of 
this sort should be aw'are of. 
When a prominent public 
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figm-e once was asked why he 
didn’t sue a certain publica¬ 
tion, he replied that he never 
brought libel litigation tor 
fear they might prove it on 
him. 

That precaution is par¬ 
ticularly valid in cases of the 
sort being discussed here. Al¬ 
though the plaintiff may be 
convinced he is alive, the 
question is — will it stand up 
in court? 

For If the jury is persuaded 
otherwise, the suit could be 
counter-productive. " 

Losing such a case would be 
especially disadvantageous to 
a bygone show biz star who 
was attempting a oonieback. 
He might ' wind up pier- 
forming before an audience 
composed entirely of spiritu¬ 
alists. 

So my advice to yes¬ 
teryear’s forgotten headliners 
simply is that — better late 
than never.

But 
since it was expelled from the 
AFLrCIO in 1957 over corrup¬ 
tion charges, it generally has 
avoided raiding otter unions.

Postal union meets 
today on final offer 


OTTAWA (CP) — Postal ne¬ 
gotiations broke off indefi¬ 
nitely Thursday as Post¬ 
master-General Bryce Macka- 
sey gave inside workers the 
choice of accepting the pre¬ 
viously-announced offer or 
staying out on strike. 

The wage offer, the final 
item to be settled in a long 
contract dispute, is the one 
recommended a month ago by 
a conciliation rei»rt and con¬ 
sistently put forward by post 
office negotiators. 


The strike is in its 18th day 
today. 

“They have a right to reject 
that offer and remain on 
strike or accept it and go 
back to work,” Mackasey told 
reporters after walking out of 
negotiations with the Canadi¬ 
an Union of Postal Workers 
Thursday. 

Jean-Claude Parrot, the un¬ 
ion’s vice-president and chief 
negotiator, said Mackasey is 
defying the whole purpose of 
collective bargaining and the

B.C. orders fraud-squad probe 

Car arson on upswing 


Goon squads specializing in automobile 
arson are increasing their activities in B.C. 

Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall, the cab¬ 
inet nflnister responsible for the Insurance 
Corporation of B.C., said Thursday the situa¬ 
tion was “alarming enough tor me to order a 
full investigation by our fraud squad.” 

Hall declined to give specific figures on 
the cost of arson-created claims until he has 
had the opportunity to review the situation in 
detail with ICBC officials. He also declined to 
say in which area of the province the or¬ 
ganized arsonists were working. 

“I first became suspicious when, during 
the ICBC strike, car fire claims took a star¬ 
tling drop,” he said. "Since the strike ended 
there has been an alarming Increase and 
there’s no doubt in my mind that there is an 
arson ring, a higlily organized one, working 
in the province.” 

In addition to ordering the ICBC to probe

all car fire claims Hall said he would be 
meeting with Attorney-General Alex Mac* 
donald in the near future to ask for assis¬ 
tance from the Co-ordinated Law Enforce¬ 
ment Unit. 

“The job is really too big for the ICBC 
fraud squad,” he Said. ‘‘They just don’t have 
the bodies to investigate all the cases. I want 
CLEU to help because I’m positive that these 
goons who are torching cars are an or¬ 
ganized crime ring. 

“It’s an organized affair. I believe it’s or¬ 
ganized crime in the sense that it’s not ordi¬ 
nary people just setting fire to their cars to 
claim insurance. 

“Somehow people are able to get in touch 
with the goons who then torch the car for a 
fee while the owner claims insurance. And. of 
course, at the time of the fire the owner has 
a perfect alibi. It’s something right out of 
pulp fiction and it’s got to stop.” 


The Spanish military com¬

The Spanish army has 
ripped up the road — tearing 
up one yard in every five - 
from the frontier to the mili¬ 
tary line. 

Military sources said that if 
the marchers w r ent beyond the 
buffer zone, the army vvould 
bomb the road ahead of them 
-as a warning to stop. 

Tens of thousands of Moroc¬ 
cans under a forest of re<J 
flags and chanting gloiV tb 
Allah launched the march 
earlier Thursday.

THE MIND boggles at the number of 
issues that could be raised in this provincial 
election, or at the number of promises that 
could be made. 

Every party is looking for a sure-fire gim¬ 
mick, promise or whatever, with which to in¬ 
duce the undecided vote to go their way.

Elections make for strange 
bedfellows. 

Barrett might not use the labor question 
as a campaign issue, but I’ve got a sneaking

It might well be a smart move os the part

It is Com¬ 
mon in juvenile diabetes. 

Does this mean you had dia¬ 
betes when you were in the 
third grade? No. Temporary 
acidosis is common in child¬ 
hood. It can accompany an in¬ 
fection in which there is fever 
and dehydration.

Maloney hit Toronto defen¬ 
ceman Brian Glennie in the 
second period of the game 
after Glennie had stepped into 


Detroit centre Bryan ‘Hexta31, 
knocking him to the ice from 
behind. 

Glennie spent the night in a 
Toronto hospital under obser¬ 
vation. He was released 
Thursday morning and will 
probably play in the Leafs 
game tonight with Kansas 
City Scouts. 

Morrison 6aid he asked the 
officials to strictly enforce 
rules 44 and 49 in the future. 
Rule 44 states that a match 
penalty shall be imposed on 
any player who deliberately 


attempts to injure an oppo¬ 
nent, and adds that the in¬ 
cident must be reported to the 
league president for further 
tffction.

And, he added, the storm 
has gone: showers are expect¬ 
ed to continue today, but the 
thunder, lightning, hail and 
heavy winds are supposed to 
have travelled to the interior 
of the province. 

F o r some Victorians, 
though, the storm was not so 
clinical. 

Thursday morning, light¬ 
ning blasts in Colwood caused 
more than 56,000 damage to 
three homes on Walfred Road. 
RCMP there reported. No one 
was home at the time. 

Most damage was done to 
the 895 Walfred Road home of 
Barry Casson, less than 20 
feet from a tree a lightning 
bolt struck. 

Damage to the house was 
set at a “conservative $5,000. 

Next dor, at 891 Walfped 
Road, the home of Sam 
McCleade suffered about 
$1,000 worth of damage as a 
result of the blast. 

Lightning struck the chim¬ 
ney of the home, police said, 
blew out all the windows on 
the top floor, damaged the 
the top floor, damaged the 
electrical . system and de¬ 
stroyed the electrical system 
of a camper parked in the 
driveway. The camper’s doors 
and windows were also blown 
opt. police said. 

The Angus Cornell home, at 
887 Walfred, had three win¬ 
dows broken as a result of a 
lightning bolt. 

At Saanich’s Spectrum 
School, two unidentified stu¬ 
dents received "mild shocks” 
whan a bolt of lightning 
struck the school, a spokes¬ 
man said. 

The pair, apparently lean¬ 
ing on a radiator when the 
bolt hit, were not seriously in¬ 
jured, she said, one suffering 
a sore arm and the other a 
slight burn to his wrist. 

The school’s transformer 
was hit by the bolt, knocking 
out power for a brief period.

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Kidnapped girls found in Vancouver garage 

Five days sealed in cement 
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VANCOUVER (UPI) - Fnr five 
days the two teenage girls lay side-by- 
side in a cramped, gravelike prison be¬ 
neath the cement floor of a garage 
wdfle their captor negotiated for a $1 
million ransom. 

The harrowing ordeal ended Thurs-* 
day night for Shianita Layarda and 
Monica Gunawan, both 19, when police 
raided a Vancouver home and smashed 
through the garage’s cement floor to 
release them unharmed. 

For five days the two girls*bad been 
held in a newspaper-lined hole measur¬ 
ing four feet deep, four feet long and 
three feet wide. The chamber had been 
cemented over and only a tiny slit left 
open to allow- them to breathe. (Earlier 
story, Page 25.) 

Tan You Sooi, a 22-year-old Malay¬ 


sian student, was arrested by police 
Thursday night and held pending a 
court appearance today in Burnaby on 
- two counts of kidnapping. 

The garage where the two girls were 
held was located in back yard of a 
three-bedroom home in Vancouver’s 
east end. The house was shared by 
seven Malaysian students. 

One of the residents, 20»ycar*old 
Charles Wong of Sibu, Malaysia, told 
reporters “we had no idea the girls 
were in the garage.” He said the seven 
students moved into the rented home 
about six weeks ago. 

An .RCMP official said Thursday the 
two young women disappeared Nov. 1 
after leaving Miss Gunawan’s home to 
visit the Layarda residence. 

The following day the Gunawan 


family received a phone call saying the 
girls had been abducted. That night the 
family received a note demanding $1 
millioa ransom for the return of the 
women. 

Police apparently broke the case 
with the help of wiretaps or calls traced 
by B.C. Tel. 

’ The two girls were rushed to hospital 
weak and exhausted, but they were re¬ 
leased Thursday night after treatment. 

Police said both girls were from 
wealthy Indonesian families. 

They said Miss Layarta’s father was 
a bank manager in Jakarta and Miss 
Gunawan’s father owns an engineering 
and steel miU and an assembly plant 
for Suzuki motorcycles in Jakarta. 

Police said no ransom money was 
paid. 


The Spanish military com¬ 
mand said the marchers, 
staking Morocco’s claim to 
sovereignty over the phos¬ 
phate-rich territory, halted in 
front of the minefields after 
crossing the frontier into a 
buffer zone.

Not everyone had the same 
idea about how to get the 
water, however. 

Mayorality candidate Peter 
Malcolm said water and the 
recreation complex were not 
issues, because “everybody 
on this platform agrees we 
need them.” The real issue 
was “how to get them.” 

Malcolm said he felt hook¬ 
ing into the Sooke Lakes 
water system was “the only 
real answer” to the peninsula 
water problem. 

“Being concerned isn’t 
enough," Malcolm said. “We 
must begin efforts to get it 


done. We can get it if we re 
willing to pay for it, and I 
am.” 


‘More housing 
needed to pay 
for ivaler 
and recreation ’ 

Malcolm also told the meet¬ 
ing he felt more housing was 
inevitable. “We can’t stop it.” 
Malcolm said “And we need 
it to pay not only for present 
services but for our new 
water system and recreation 
complex.” 

Hugh Hollingworth, also 
seeking the mayor’s chair, 
told the meeting he felt the 
solution to toe water shortage 
was for the Capital Region 
district to assume responsi¬ 
bility for supplying water to 
the peninsula. 

He said that, as Sidney’s 
representative on the regional 


board, he had made a motion 
earlier this month that the 
board assume that function. 

Hollingworth said the town 
had 700 applications for build¬ 
ing permits .which cannot be 
approved until a new water 
supply is found. 

"I believe these people 
would pay a thousand dollars 
for water and that’s $700,000 
(toward the cost of a new sys¬ 
tem) right there." 

While acknowledging devel¬ 
opment was necessary for the 
town. Hollingworth said coun¬ 
cil must stick to its five-year 
development plan which he 
said provided the basis for 
"making this a model com¬ 
munity." 

Candidate Wilkie Gardner 
told the meeting he did not 
agree with Hollingworth’s 
water proposal.

Greater Victoria school 
trustees rejected a “hold-the- 
line" provisional budget for 
1976 Thursday night and went 
for a belt-tightening operating 
budget instead. 

William Ross, chairman of 
the nine-member board, 
ended 2V& hours of wTangling 
with a motion that a provi¬ 
sional budget with an increase 
of not more than 13 per cent 
irum this year’s budget be 
sent to the education depart¬ 
ment for approval. The mo- 
uott gained the approval of 
five of the seven trustees 
present. 

A budget of $40,686,789, re¬ 
presenting an increase of 
14.9/ per cent from this year,, 
roughly representing the in¬ 
flation rate, was worked out 
by Colin Glover, assistant su¬ 
perintendent in charge of 
business, and it represented a 
hold-the-line approach with an 
eye towards maintaining 
present levels of teachers and 
services. 

Teachers’ salaries for the 
coming year were calculated 
at $21,926,805, including the 
maximum 9.26 per cent in¬ 
crease allowable under feder¬ 
al vv age guidelines. 

The actual increase in 
teachers’ salaries would be 
11.76 per cent, including incre¬ 
ments and certification pay¬ 
ments which are locked in be¬ 
cause of contracts already 
signed: * 

Ollier expenses listed (with 
percentage increases in 
brackets) were: clerical sa¬ 
laries, $2,144,935 (16 per 

cent); custodian salaries, 

$2728246 (16 per vent); labor 

salaries, $1,910,199 (16 per 

cent); administrative sa¬ 

laries, $707,528 (10 per cent); 
fixed costs, $4,403138 (30 per 
cent); variable costs $865,438 
(20 per cent). 

"Don’t let’s go bankrupt, 
that's all I'm saying,” trustee 
Peter Bunn said m proposing 
a 10-per-cent increase. He was 
told that if the savings were 
to be made in teachers’ sa¬ 
laries, 251 teachers would 
have to be cut. 

Bunn submitted B.C. School 
Trustees Association figures 
which showed that while the 
cost of living increased 21 per 
cent between 1971 and 1974, 
teachers’ salaries had gone up 
35.22 per cent. 

In support of Glover’s fig¬ 
ures, school superintendent 
Jake Longmore said the 
$40,686,789 |iroposal was real¬ 
istic considering the un¬ 
knowns such as salaries and 
expenses under which the pro¬ 
visional budget was drawn. 
When Bunn's proposal of 10 


per cent didn’t seem to draw 
any support, trustee Susan 
Brice, who chaired the meet¬ 
ing as head of the legal and 
business affairs committee, 
suggested 13.5 per cent, to 
which Bunn commented: “A 
million and half, just like 
that.” * ’ 

When trustee Daphne Tem¬ 
ple put forth the 14.97-per-cent 
figure. Bunn said: “Any ad¬ 
vance? Any advance?” 

Ross then put Torth his pro¬ 
posal after saying he thought 
The limit of 15 per cent Educa¬ 


tion Minister Eileen Da illy 
placed on community colleges 
was too high and that the 
14.97 per cent figure was too 
close to that. 

Longmore and his staff now 
will work out a budget under 
the limits established by the 
board and submit it to the ed¬ 
ucation department by Nov. 
15 for approval. 

In January, assuming the 
provincial department gives 
its approval, the board will 
have to go into an item-by¬ 
item study of the budget.

Highlands has fling at highways

Highlands residents want to 
keep the country character of 
their district and there are 
ways the provincial highways 
department can help. 

This is the conclusion of a 
rejxjrt by the Highlands Dis¬ 
trict Community Association 
presented by its chairman 
Frank Spellacy at a public 
meeting Thursday at Mill- 
stream elementary school or¬ 
ganized by the highways de¬ 
partment. 

The meeting came more 
than a year after it was pro¬ 
mised following a sit-in on 
highways equipment doing 


maintenance work in the 
Highlands. 

The report generally called 
for leaving gravel roads and 
unmaintained roads as such 
and preserving their winding 
nature. 

The report recommended 
three width classifications, 
with the widest being the min¬ 
imum required for school 
buses. 

Other recommendations 
called for allowing vegetation 
to grow back to the roadside 
where it wouldn’t interfere 
with services and the preser¬ 
vation of trees. 

Maximum speed limit 
would be 25 miles an hour. 


The rejxjrt also< suggested 
signs be erected at all en¬ 
trances to the district, warn¬ 
ing “You Are Entering a 
Greenbelt Area. Roads Are 
Narrow. Winding -- Use Cau¬ 
tion . . .” 

Spellacy later said that if 
the highways department 
agreed with the recommen¬ 
dation it would also influence 
to a degree the nature of any 
proposed provincial housing 
for the Jower Highlands dis¬ 
trict. 

Jack Usman of the high¬ 
ways department said the as¬ 
sociation’s recortunendatiors 


had already been studied and 
many had been favorably re¬ 
ceived. But some, such as li¬ 
mited road widths, were im¬ 
practical if roads were to be 
maintained. 

Usman later confirmed that 
his department had no major 
proposals for road extensions 
or upgrading in the Highlands. 

Langford region board 
director E. B. Pallister called 
for a solution to the Thetis 
Lake oveq>ass to city bottle¬ 
neck l>efore the province con¬ 
sidered any more housing in 
die Highlands. 

" The situation is deplorable 
now,” he said. 


88 Victoria area agencies Sdoing same job ’ 


There are 88 agencies doing the 
same job in Greater Victoria, a meeting 
at Camosurt College was told Thursday. 

The invitational meeting was held to 
explore the possibility of co-ordination 
and co-operation in providing library 
and adult education services in the 
Capital Region. 

Dr. Hal Knight, Camosun College 
chairman, presided over the meeting 
which drew representatives from Camo¬ 
sun College. University of Victoria, 
Suuke, Saanich and Greater Victoria 
school districts, Greater Victoria Public 
Library as well as the municipalities of 
Victoria. Oak Bay and Saanich. 


Knight opened with the point that 
public agencies in library seiwices and 
adult education must get together. 

S’. J. Cunliffe, chairman of UVic’s 
board of governors, said he was’'hesi¬ 
tant to set up another committee be¬ 
cause “the university is well equipped 
with committees.” 

A. J. (Jake) Longmore, superin¬ 
tendent for the Greater Victoria school 
district, projxjsed that “the component 
agencies recognize in principle that the 
concept of co-ordinating library, recrea¬ 
tion and education services for adults 
has merit. 


„ "And turther that the represented 
agencies would be prepared to discuss 
the concept in more detail when Camo¬ 
sun College has completed its survey. 

“And further that each agency would 
be prepared to indicate current serv ices 
that support adult library, recreation or 
education services.” 

No formal vote was taken but there 
was voice approval of Longmore’s 
motion. 

Dr. Grant Fisher, Camosun College 
principal, said that*Dr. Lloyd Morin, 
director of instructional development, 


and A! Fraser, director of student and 
supportive services, will work with him 
on a suivcy to find out the functions of 
the 88 agencies. 

The meeting was livened by Vic¬ 
toria’s Mayor Peter Pollen, who made 
what sounded like a dress rehearsal of 
a candidate’s speech for the Dec. 11 
provincial election. 

Pollen said not enough money was 
being spent on technical education and 
too much on frills. 

He said there w r as “a finite source of 
revenue and we must recognize we are 
getting less and less wealthy.” 


"It’s like? the farmhand who’s come 
in and said ’All the cows have stopped 
giving milk’.’’ 

“We’re the ones who get the blame 
from taxpayers,” Pollen said, explain¬ 
ing that 70 per cent of phone callers and 
letter writers to his office 6ay the city 
is pricing them out of their homes. 

"I believe everything should have a 
price tag,” he continued, accusing those 
involved in education of being naive in 
believing otherwise. 

He said the emphasis was op leisure 
activities while there w*ere still not 
enough technical people in the comnfu- 
nity. • ' 


“If we don’t have anything meaning¬ 
ful for the people to do I think w'e’re 
going to have a lot more psychiatric 
cases,” Pollen said. 

He blamed educators for not impos¬ 
ing some kind of intellectual discipline 
on youth and said there seemed to be 
grandiose ideas of building libraries 
which were virtual recreation centres. 

He noted that the region had no cul¬ 
tural or symphony centre and a central 
library which w'as built around the First 
World War. A niajor accomplishment 
between the municipalities, he suggest¬ 
ed. was saving the Royal Theatre. 
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
